Election/Restrictions

II. Claims 15-18 and 68, drawn to methods of removing a photoresist, 
classified in class 134, subclass 1.3.

IV. Claims 20-28, and 71 , drawn to cleaning solution for a via hole, classified 
in class 510, subclass 175. 

V. Claims 29-30, and 72, drawn to method of cleaning a via hole, classified in 
class 134, subclass 1.3. 

VI. Claim 31 , drawn to a cleaned object, classified in class 257, subclass 1 . 

VII. Claims 32 and 33, drawn to method of cleaning a capacitor, classified in 
class 134, subclass 1.3. 

VIII. Claim 34, drawn to a cleaned object, classified in class 257, subclass 1 . 

IX. Claim 67, drawn to method of removing etching residue, classified in class 
134, subclass 1.3. 

X. Claim 69, drawn to a rinse treatment method using gases, classified in 
class 134, subclass 11.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. These inventions are unrelated in their scope. 

3. The related inventions are distinct if: (1) the inventions as claimed are either not 
capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, 
function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually 
exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 
806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed are not obvious varients nor 
capable of being used together. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not 
encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to 
be obvious variants. 

4. For example the cleaned object of claim 73 is unrelated to a cleaning solution. 
Although they may be used in the same method they are wholly unrelated. 

5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
